Following the long tradition of athletic excellence, Bishop 
Feehan High School took home the Division Three Nanson Trophy 
for the second year in a row. The Nanson Trophy is the highest 
honor in sports that a school can receive, and it shows that Feehan 
has an overall determination for winning in sports.

The cover was foil stamped using hot 
foil #819, matte gold antique and silk screened using dark green, #401. 
The endsheet material was Series 2, Quest — Evergreen. 

The yearbook was printed on 100 pound paper stock. Pages 1-48 and pages 81-256 were printed on Monarch Gloss. Pages 49-80 were printed on 
Majesty Gloss. The body copy was set in a variety of fonts as designated by sections including Corbin, David, Gowdy, Gaumond, and Dean. The 
headlines were set in a variety of fonts and point sizes including Oliveoil, Corbin, Schoolboy, and Dean.
